Answer. Cheese, particularly 
the hard and semi-hard cheese, 
may be satisfactorily frozen in 
one pound pieces for at least 
six months without harm to the 
flavor and texture. The cheese 
should be tightly wrapped in 
moisture proof material such as 
aluminum foil or plastic film 
taking care to prevent air poc- 
kets in the package. 

Casserole dishes containing 
cheese may be frozen satisfac- 
torily for two to three months. 
The cream sauce that is usually 
a part of such a casserole makes 
it a highly satisfactory frozen 
food.

WARSAW, May 6—Poland 
has swung wide the door for 
China to enter European satel- 
lite politics. 

In the most dramatic change 
in the power picture yet seen 
in post-Stalinist Europe, China 
is marching in through a Polish 
corridor. Wersaw's hotels are 
full of blue-clad Chinese ap- 


prentices and. even Chinese 
women. 


An unspoken alliance to curb 
the overseas excesses of t 
Soviet Union has been born, 
largely out of the Budapest 
bloodshed. Both parties are 
eager to avoid offending the 
Kremlin.

Within the coming eight weeks President 
Eisenhower will be responsible for appointments 
on which will hang the independence and ef- 
fectiveness of two great agencies of the Federal 
Government. 

They are the Atomic Energy Commission and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

In each case, a wrong choice by the President 
would mean one-man control of, an agency 
which Congress has decreed shall benefit from 
the best thinking of several co-equal directors. 

It would mean iron rule by a military man of

the greatest possible stake in seeing democrati- 
cally run. 

In the case of TVA it would mean the death 
of that agency as it was created by Congress and

The same trend toward one-man rule, and 
domination by the Executive branch of agencies 
which under the law are arms of. Congress, is 
observable in the Federal Power Commission, 
notably in its anti-public decision on the Hell’s 
Canyon power site. It is observable in the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission, which in an 
unprecedented action at White House bidding 
postponed revelation of facts discrediting the 
Dixon-Yates power deal until after Congress 
had passed on legislation furthering that deal. 

But it is in AEC and TVA that the threat to 
reverse the intent of Congress by Executive dic- 
tation has reached the crucial phase. 

At AEC, Adm. Lewis Strauss has taken on vir- 
tually the status of an atomic czar. Neither Com- 
missioner Libby nor Commissioner Vance has 
proved much of a force on the commission; one 
of the posts is vacant; and Commissioner Mur- 
ray, whose term expires June 30, is the lone 
member who has dared think for himself and 
stand up to the anti-public-power, political- 
minded Strauss, 

Mr. Murray’s reappointment has been urged 
upon the President by 11 of the 18 members of 
‘the Senate-House Joint Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee. Mr. Eisenhower responded sharply that he 
was the one who did the appointing—and did not 
add that he was empowered to do so with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Since then, 
the President is reported to have decided against 
reappointing Mr. Murray, 

. . o 

At TVA, Gen. Herbert Vogel, who has been 
conducting a Trojan Horse operation against 
that agency for three years now from the van- 
tage point of the chairmanship, is evidently 
looking to the appointment of a shadow of him- 
self when Dr. Harry Curtis’s term expires May 
18, less than two weeks hence. 

Dr. Curtis, a former dean of the University 
of Missouri School of Engineering, and Dr. Ray- 
mond Paty, former president of the University 
of Alabama and chancellor of the University 
System of Georgia, have so far prevented the 
hostile Vogel from doing his worst. 

If an ally for the chairman is appointed to 
succeed Dr. Curtis, Dr. Paty will be outvoted 
at every turn, and TVA will be in the hands of 
men bent on wrecking it and turning over its 
remnants to private companies. 

So these two appointments which now rest 
with the President will be fateful indeed. The 
appointment of yes-men, or of men antagonistic 
to the public values these agencies are charged 
with conserving, would be disastrous.

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Obeisance to a Feudal King 


One of the stranger aspects of American di- 
plomacy these days is the understanding with 
Saudi Arabia that no American airman of the 
Jewish faith will be assigned to the Dhahran air 
base. Here is a prohibition which ig in com- 
plete defiance of United States principles, and 
which has been condemned widely by the press, 
and yet it has been: in effect since 1951. 

Actually the American people knew little 
about it until Secretary of State Dulles reported 
the fact to a Senate committee a year ago. Later 
the Senate adopted a resolution condemning ef- 
forts by foreign nations to create distinctions 
among American citizens based on their religous 
affiliations. But not long ago King Saud came 
to this country for @ royal welcome, and went 
home with the agreement renewed.

We think their position 
is a mistaken one, and unfortunately it has led 
most of the St. Louis legislators to fight the bill, 

St. Louis has been dumping raw sewage into 
the Mississippi ever since there has been a St. 
Louis. It is going to take considerable convine- 
ing to persuade the electorate that it should 
spend millions of dollars to decontaminate its 
sewage and join with the other communities of 
Missouri and the United States in cleansing the 
Mississippi, the Missouri, and all our other 
great rivers. 

If the lethargy that comes of long use is 
shaken off, as it must be, there is going to have 
to be some enforcement agency making it even 
more unpleasant to do nothing about it than to 
do something about it.

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As Modern as Anybod 

What is a “modern Republican’? This is the 
political lexicographer’s puzzle for today. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, of course, raised the question 
and used the phrase in his speech accepting the 
G.O.P. presidential nomination, when he called 
his party the “party of the future” and said, 
among other things: 


It is the party which concentrates on the 
facts and issues of today and tomorrow, not 
the facts and issues of yesterday. 


There is disagreement in the ranks, however. 
Or at least the modern Republicans are engaged 
in redefinition. U.S. News & World Report, inde- 
pendent weekly news magazine published in 
Washington, recently asked G.O.P. leaders to 
define the term. 

Senator Bridges of New Hampshire called it a 
“catch phrase for campaign purposes.” Senator 
Potter of Michigan said it was a “state of mind,” 
like “charm in a woman.” Senator Payne of 
Maine said: “A conservative in domestic affairs 
and an internationalist in our relations with 
other nations.” 

Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, who has strongly 
supported Administration policy, said a modern 
Republican is “one who supports the traditiqnal 
principles of the party, but who realistically 
adapts those principles to the needs of twen- 
tieth-century America.” Representative Hoff- 
man of Michigan used fewer words: “A New 
Deal internationalist.” 

Senator Bricker of Ohio said he could not de- 
fine the term “because the qualifying adjective 
makes the phrase meaningless.”

created without tears,” 

ballet master Stanley 
Herbertt tells his group of nine- 
to 15-year-old dancers sternly, 
as he sends them back to try 
the variation once again. It 
is necessary, he feels, for 
youngsters to realize that any- 
thing worth doing is worth the 
pangs and pains that go into the 
doing. 

But his words apply not only 
to the boys and girls in the 
Junior Ballet. Herbertt him- 
self has struggled for the past 
four years to create something, 
namely the Junior Ballet itself, 
and the struggle has not been 
without hardship, hard work, 
and tears. On May 18 and 19, 
at the American Theater, St. 
Louisans will have the oppurtu- 
nity to observe the Junior Bal- 
let and see the product of 
Herbertt’s labor of the past 
eight months. It is truly a 
labor of love since neither 
Herbertt nor his studio benefit 
from his civic project which 
involves children from _ six 
dancing schools. 

“We're hoping we come out 
in the black,” says Herbertt, 
“and perhaps even equal our 
record of two years ago when 
we made a profit—of 25 cents.” 

Although remuneration has 
not been high, Herbertt still is 
happy that he selected St. Louis 
as his new home when a back 
injury ended his active career 
as a dancer and turned him to 
teaching. 

“I’ve found that St. Louis is 
slow to accept new ideas,” he 
says, “but once it’s accepted 
them, it’s faithful and loyal. I 
hope that will be so in. the 
case of the Junior Ballet. We 
believe something truly big may 
come from this. After all, 
Sadler’s Wells started out on a 
stage so small no more than 
four people could dance on it 
at once. They used recordings 
because they couldn't afford live 
music. We hope our small 
beginnings may lead to a dance 
center for youngsters, perhaps 
some really new things. Id 
love to do ballet in the round, 
for instance—in our own thea- 
ter.” 

Herbertt’s contagious enthu- 
siasm for ballet communicates 
itself to his 35 company mem- 
bers to the extent that they 
give up movies, parties, all Sat- 
urday afternoon activities, to 
attend rehearsals through foot- 
ball, ice skating and baseball 
season. As you watch the 
serious, dedicated ballerinas, 
the intent, attentive boys, it’s 
hard to associate them with 
bubble gum, television and rock 
‘n’ roll. 

“All right, Xenia,” Herbertt 
instructs pianist Mme. Xenia 
Orehon-Galushenko. “From the 
top. Please no talking.” 

And the company begins “Les 
Saisons,” by Glazounov, a ballet 
first performed in 1891, “A 
work,” says Herbertt, “so am- 
bitious that it scares me.” 

It is their first run-through 
and from time to time he stops 
them sharply. 

“Who are the last two strag- 
glers at the end of the first 
group? Are you with them or 
agin them? All right now, 
one and two and three and four 
and next and next and three 
and four—see, you can make it.” 

Herbertt’s aim is to run the 
Junior Ballet on the same rules 
as a professional company. 

“I'm a stickler for behavior,” 
he admits. “I don’t expect kids 
to be angels but I do expect 
them to be ladies and gentle- 
men. I insist that they call me 
Mr. Herbertt.

be followed. Everyone must 
be willing to work in the corps 
de ballet. They get good roles 
on the basis of execution, work 
for them as they would in a 
company. Two years ago we 
let one of our best dancers go 
because of temperament.”

ERBERTT can enforce his 
H rules because competition 

is keen for the ballet. Each 
September students from 
schools all over the area try 
out, Judges not connected with 
the schools decide on a point 
system on appearance, ability 
to take directions and execu- 
tion. Many are eliminated, in- 
cluding some of Herbertt’s own 
students. At present, schools 
represented include Mme. Cas- 
san’s, Carmen Thomas, Lalla 
Baumann, Westminster, West- 
chester and Herbertt’s. Age lim- 
its are strictly kept—no one 
under nine and when a dancer 
reaches 16, he or she gradu- 
ates into the adult groups 
which Herbertt has. There are 
some in the Junior Ballet who 
are potential professionals, he 
believes. 

“Even if 34 out of the 35 
never dance, it is worth the 
effort to develop the one,” he 
feels. “Even if nothing else 
is developed but a fine appre- 
ciation, I'd be satisfied. But

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ballet teaches more than that. 
It gives them the opportunity 
to learn good music, to learn 
to co-operate with each other, 
to take blows, to take criti- 
cism.” 

The life of a dancer is not 
an easy one, as Herbertt knows 
from experience. His train- 
ing began 20 years ago when 
he was 18 years old, a student 
at Chicago Teachers’ College. 
He won a scholarship to study 
with Edna McRae and although 
his father strongly disapproved 
of his studying dancing, he en- 
tered the school. For a while 
his daily routine consisted of 
rising at 6 am. to fix four 
sandwiches for his all-day diet. 
With carfare plus one nickel 
for emergencies, he would start 
for college, attend class until 
3 when he boarded the “L” for 
the loop, took dancing lessons, 
worked at night as an usher or 
super if a company were in 
town, returning home at mid- 
night to avoid his father. 

“A few years ago just before 
he died, my father came to 
St. Louis to see me,” Herbertt 
says, “and I think he was 
pleased with the work I was 
doing.” 

As a student he danced with 
numerous ballet companies but 
his first professional job was 
at the Edgewater Beach Marine 
dining room. Shortly there- 
after he auditioned for the 
Ballet Theater where he spent 
four and a half years. He 
worked his way up from spear 
carrier to one of the leading 
dancers when the company 
visited London's Covent Gar- 
dens after the war. Among the

he ended up on an operating 
table with some doctors pre- 
dicting he'd never walk again. 

While he was recuperating, 
Herbertt realized he couldn't 
go back to full-time dancing 
and began studying the United 
States with an eye to the best 
place for a dancing school. He 
eliminated the two coasts and 
Chicago where competition 
was great, decided on St. Louis 
because of its reputation for 
culture, its Art Museum and 
Symphony. Occasionally he 
takes his students to the Art 
Museum to enlarge their hori- 
zons. Dancers tend, he thinks, 
to know nothing of the other 


arts. 

His first ballet company here 
consisted of four persons. One 
of them, LeVerne Meyering, is 
now his assistant. They began 
doing shows at the Wednesday 
Club. The next year, Herbertt 
held auditions for his first 
Junior Ballet. Almost immedi- 
ately, he had objections from 
other teachers who thought he 
was trying to get their stu- 
dents. 

“So I had a form made out,” 
he says. “It states that they 
must study with someone. They 
must get permission from their 
instructor, and must sign an 
agreement that they will not 
study with me. In four years, 
not one student has violated 
the agreement.” 

Financially, Herbertt tries to 
keep costs to the youngsters at 
a minimum. Rehearsals are 


held at his studio at 6362 Del- 
mar boulevard. Each young- 
ster pays 40 cents a rehearsal 
to cover the cost of the pianist, 
props and scenery. No costume 
costs over $5 and they are de- 
signed to make good practice 
leotards for next year. Ticket 
sales will defray—Herbertt 
hopes—the expenses of per- 
forming in a union house like 
the American. wast year the 
company went into the red.

Parris Island Puzziement. 

UDGING by the newspaper 
J readtines. the Marine Corps 

has been having more than 
its fair share of problems at the 
Parris Island training station 
these past few months. So it’s 
a pleasure to be able to shed 
some light on what surely must 
be one of the more trifling vex- 
ations of the Parris Island drill 
instructors. 

“I would appreciate it,” 
writes a master sergeant sta- 
tioned there, “if you would give 
me the correct pronunciation of 
two words that have been giving 
us trouble here at Recruiters’ 
School, The words to which I 
refer are: Presentation and 
precedence.”

HAPPY TO BE of service, 
sergeant—and I can tell you 
straightaway that the cause of 
your trouble is that each of 
these words has at least two dif- 
ferent but equally acceptable 
pronunciations. “Presentation” 
may be pronounced either 
prez-en-TAY-shun or pree-zen- 
TAY-shun. Most speech experts 
indicate a slight preference for 
the “prez” sound in the first 
syllable, but all concede that 
“pree” is almost as commonly 
heard. 

The pronunciation of “prece- 
dence” is a somewhat more com- 
plicated affair. The word is, 
of course, the noun form of 
“precede” and literally means 
“a going before”—or more pre- 
cisely, the order of priority ob- 
served by persons of differing 
rank on ceremonial occasions. 
The editors of many dictiona- 
ries, drawing the appropriate 
analogy to “precede”—which is, 
of course, pronounced pree- 
SEED or prih-SEED — indicate 
that the preferred pronuncia- 
tion of “precedence” is prih- 
SEE-d'’ns. However, there’s no 
gainsaying the fact the pronun- 
ciation PRESS-ih-d'ns is very 
widely—perhaps equally widely 
—heard today.

WHILE IT IS never practical 
to attempt to label one pronun- 
ciation “wrong” and another 
“right,” when general usage is 
so evenly divided, it does seem 
to me that a good case can be 
made for urging prih-SEE-d'ns 
as the pronunciation for “prece- 
dence.” Only by so doing can 
you clearly differentiate be- 
tween this word and the equally 
common word “precedents.” 
Since the purpose of all speech 
is——or at least should be—clear 
and easily understandable com- 
munication, it seems to me a 
distinction worth preserving. 
So, for “precedence” say prih- 
SEE-d'ns;, for “precedents” say 
PRESS-ih-d'ns.
